7They make their lost
cause a holy one aud boast of the part they
took in it, They clvim adwmiration when they
ghould sue for forgiveness for the bloodshed,
debt, and inpumerable evils they have brought
upon the couuntry, However disposed gens-
rous-minded peeple of the North may be to
gympathize with them for their sufferings and
disabilities, though brought upon thewsulves,
and however ready they may be to accord to
these Southerners the merit of Lravery, thay
oannot forget the bloodshed and horrors of &
great civil war, with the enormous burdsa of
debt now welghing heavily upon the North,
throngh the madness and orime of thess same
Eebel leaders. There is a noble disposition to
bury the hatchet of war, and, for the welfare
of both sections in the future, to oultivate har-
guony; but this cannot be whils such foolish
men as Hampton and Toowmbs flannt the Rebel
flag in the face of the Northern peopls,

'?he radical organs and leaders are de-
lighted, of course, with thess bombastic and
foolish speeches ol the old Rebuls, They osu
find nothing better to use in the political cam-
paign, and they are using them with great
effect.

storation and barmony aa best for both
geotions of the country; but our efforts
become paralyzed by the foolish

conduct of the Southern fire-eaters. There
was reason for a long time to commend the
moderation and reticence of the Southerners,
They sermed to realize their subjugated and
helpless conditiou. More than ounce we had
occasion to speak of their prudence and mod-
esty, and of Wade lawpton's discreet conduot
in particular. Even at the Democratic Con-
wventien in this city they wisely remained in
the background. DBut the sudden burst of
rebel and sectional feeling to which wa have
yoferred must tend to destroy the good sifect
of all this., Not that tnere is any fear of
another rebellion. The war was wo terrible
and the subjugation of the rebels too complete
to admit of such a thought. Nor can the consa-
guences of the war in ths destraction of
slavery, in the non-recognition of the Rebel
debt and in the recognitivn and payment of
the Federal debt ever be reversed. All this
has been fixed by the Copstitutional awmend-
ment. BDut we want politival peace and har-
mony between the North aod the South. We
want the bitterness and evils of the war to bs
buried in oblivion. TForeign wars may be re-
membered and commemorated with satisfac-
tion and even to a good purpose, like that of
onr war with Great Britain, or the war of lude-

mdence, but not oivil wars, and least of all
E:v the vanquished and tuose who eaunse them.

SBhonld the Southern leaders continue in
their impradent and suicidal course, the firat
effect will be not ouly the election of the radi-
cal Presidential ticket, but another radical
Congress also, Theun the South will loss the
gympusthy and aid of a large portion of the
congervative people of the North., Capitalists
will be more afraid of investing their wmoney
in the Sonth than they were before the war
and while slavery existed, and as a counse-
guence that prodaotive and beautiful section
will remain & comparative waste. Ssctional
ill-feeling will be kept alive and increase, In
all probabllity local troubles may arise that
will call for or be made the pretext of military
rule, aud thongh the Sonthern States may be
pnominally reconstruoted and restored, they
will be virtually vnder military aathorivy.
Such are & few of the evils which must spring
from attempts on the part of the Rabel leaders
to keep up the old spirit of sectional hostility.
The Southerners are not out of the woods yat,
and we advise them to keep gquist. They have
pothing to gain and much to lose by impru-
dently kesplog alive the memory and feeling
of the war. If Wade Hawpton, Toombs, aud
other Rabel chiafs Lave not niore sense, we
hope the prople may show that they have and
will repudiste such blind acd dangerons
leaders,

Comments Ly the Tribune.

Our correspondent quotes a faw words from
the original Legal-tender act, which he thinks
favors his wview of the case. Let us quote
geveral times as many from the first section of
that act:—

“And any holders ef sald Ualted States notes
deposilipg any sums not less than ity dols
Iars, or some muoitiple of ANy dollars, with the
Tressurer of the United States, o, eftber of the
Assistant Tresasurers, suall receive (herefor
duplicare certifleates of deposit, oue of wlhioh

may be uansmilted 10 the Heerotury of the
Treasury, whno sbnil tnorewpon issaa Lo Lo

bolder an egual smount of bonas of the Ueltod
Biates, coupon or reglstered as may by sald
holder be desired, bearing Interest at the rate
of six per cepium por aunum, and redeemable
AL Lthe pleasure of the United States alter five
years, and payable Lyenty years (rom the date
therenf.”

— Here it will be gseen that, by the express
terms of the original Legal-tender act (Fab.
25, 1862), vvery greenbuck was fundable at
the pleasure of tha holder jn Five-twenty
bonds. How can you pretend that, whils every
holder of greenbacks was entitled by law to
exchange them for an equal amount in Five-
twenty bonds, those boods could the next
hour be paid off in his despite in greenbacks ¢
Do you wot ses that this would ntterly nullify
and destroy the privilege of fandiog the
greevbacks, which was a chief element of their
value !

—Now look at another provision of that
same Legal-tender act: —

“Bectlon 5, And be It farther enaocted, That
all dutes on lmported goods shall be paldin
ooin, or in noles payable on demund, therafor
authorized Lo be issusd, and by law recsivable
in payment of public dues, aud the coln so paid
Bhinll be set apart a5 a speclal fund, and shall be
applied as follows: —

“First—To the payment In coln of the inte-

rést on the bonds and notes of the Unlted
Siutes.

“second—To the purchase and payment of
onié per centum of the eutire tebt of the United
Htutes, Lo be mude witnln ench flscal year after
the fOret day ot Jaly, elghtean nundred aud
Bixty-two, which is to be set apart as o sinkiug
fund, and the interest of whicn shall io like
wapner b applied o the purclins: or paymeant
of the publle debt as the Secretary of the Tren-
sury shall from time to Ltime direct,

“Third=Tbe residue thervofl to be pald ionto
the Treasury of the Unlted Statos,

—Here you see a provizion of coin not
merely to pay all the interest, but to pay at
least one per cent. of the principal of the en-
tire national debt, in each fiscsl year beginning
with 1862, Do you propose to abide by that
part of the bargain ?

The act forther prescribad, as you quots,
that the greenbacks *‘shall also be lawfal
wovey and a legal tender in the payment of
all debts, public and private, within the
United States.” The avowed, notorious ob-
ject of this provision was to give those notes a
bigher current value than they would other-
wise poesess. Dot your constroction tends
pot to imerease, bot diminish their valae.
That depended originally on their being a
legal tender and on their being fundable in
fivestwunty bonds. If, ipstead of being thus
fundable, the five-twenties may be paid off in
greenbncks, their value wonld be slender
indeed,

We know that the meaning whick onr corre-
spondent and others puts upon the Legal-
tender act is not the intent of those who passed
it. Mr. Stevens, in urging the passage of the
Legal-tender not, at least four times asserted
that the five-twenties were payable after
twenty years in coin; 80 8aid several of his col-
lesgues on the Committes of Ways and Means,
and no man demurred. Wa thus prove that
noe such meaning was infended by those who
framed and passed the bill,

Now, then, let us look at facts about which
there is no dispute,

When the bonds wers to be taken, the ques-
tion was publicly asked—*'How ara they to ba
paid ! May they not be paid in greenbacks 1’
and Seoretary Chase replisd, “'No; they are
to be paid at maturity in coin.”” This satis-
fied the doublers and gilenced the envilers, and
the bonds were taken on the strength of this
assurance, which was reiteratoed by Secretaries
Fessenden and MeCuallooh sucosssively. All
thoze whose business it was to get psople Lo
tuke the bonds r.-lu.mnl Lthess #Assurancses,
Were we not warrauted in go doing ¥ Cousider
the faots above gtated and judge.

Wo have paid every farthing, thus far, and
have paid oft 250,000,000 bf prindipal of the
debt, beside st least $100,000,000 of war
bounties, state claima, eto, ete, We have
paid not leas than #100,000, 000 per annom &
natioval debt, beside intarest, sfnce the Rabel
armies surrendered. At this rate, tweaty-
five years more wonld pay every dollar that
we owe, without fraad and withont shame.
Better by far that wa shiould have been bsaten
by the Hebels than that wa should now prove
ourselves a naticn of swindlers. Bat we mast
not, we will not. Wao have aaved the Union;
